Corn Higher 
Unquestionably, sweet corn will 
b<; more expensive this winter than 
R, was last year, present indications 
being th a t the price for the cheaper 
grade will rise from IO to 15 cents 
a can, although a local wholesaler 
said th at little change Is noted yet

This corn,

OTHING has so inspired and thrilled me during the past few weeks, 
while traveling in Eastern Canada, as the lovely little homes in the 
"back country.” I hav 
ved the beautiful country, the setting for these 
homes, but the homes ., mselves, with those who have m ade them for 
m any years, have m eant most to me. 
While in Quebec, a friend told me the story of a m an from England 
who came to Quebec, and after showing him about th at interesting city, 
he suddenly requested that he might be able to see the people themselves 
and talk with them in their homes—not the city folks, but the country 
people who have for so many years brightened and glorified this country. 
So my friend and his guest left the club where they had spent the 
evening and drove far into the country. 
They arrived a t one of the 
homes of the "back country" long after midnight 
But a knocking at the 
door awakened the simple owner and he came down stairs in his red flan­ 
nel shirt and welcomed his friend and guest most cordially. 
There for 
hours they talked 
The old settler spoke in his simple language and de­ 
lighted his overseas caller. After leaving the Englishm an exclaimed: 
"Now I know your people ’’ 
It has been this contact with people of the ' back country" in Nova 
Scotia and Cape Breton Island which has given me such pleasure and 
happiness. One day we took most of our time and gave it gladly to a 
simple group of Acadian folk who lived far from the village of Arichat on 
Isle Madame. 
Women left their tubs and stoves and children gathered 
about us and we talked and took p ie tie s and had the tim e of our lives. 
Everywhere there was cordiality and hospitality, though their homes 
were of the simplest sort. But that didn’t seem to m atter at all 
I don't know what would happen if it were not for these back coun­ 
try” folk who fish and farm and who live out their lives in such beautiful 
fashion. As a boy in Michigan. Iowa, and Kansas, it was my delight to 
get out into the country into contact w th those who tilled the soil and 
who were the descendants of the sturdy pioneers and gave of their lives so 
unselfishly while city people lived in almost forgetfulness of them. 
Our lives are rounded, especially through contact with those whom we 
rarely see during our dally duties. 
Empires have been won through the 
courage, loyalty and character of those who form so m uch of the ‘ back 
country* upon this eartli.
